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‘INSPIRATIONALr 

Headteacher is honoured 
by the local community 


‘INSPIRATIONAL’ 

- that was the recur¬ 
ring theme as people 
from the community 
paid tribute at Barry 
Comprehensive 
School to popular, 
retiring headteacher 
Mr David Swallow. 

Fourteen years ago, he 
made the decision to 
leave his native north of 
England, where he had 
been the headmaster of a 
school in Manchester, to 
take a headship in Barry. 

It is testimony to his 
work in that time that a 
special concert held in the 
main hall was attended by 
a packed audience, which 
included pupils past and 
present, teaching col¬ 
leagues, governors, com¬ 
munity leaders - and, of 
course, the special guests 

- Mr Swallow, his wife 
Claire, and their three 


sons Ben, Elliot and Guy. 

Mr Swallow told the 
audience that the family’s 
decision to relocate to 
Barry in the late 1990s 
was taken after a visit to 
the town, including a 
memorable visit to the 
beach at Barry Island. 

He faced the task of 
motivating a school 
which had seen almost 30 
short-term exclusions just 
a couple of months before 
his arrival. 

Despite an inauspi¬ 
cious start, with a roof 
leaking in the lower 
school leading to a flood, 
he set about transforming 
the school’s future. 

It won the title for 
‘Most Improved School 
in Wales’ for three con¬ 
secutive years, and an 
Estyn report described its 
results as ‘dramatic’. In 
1999, 24 per cent of the 
pupils achieved five or 
more A*-C grades, which 
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grew to 73 per cent by 
2008! 

In 2003, Mr Swallow’s 
work was recognised with 
the award of an OBE for 
services to education. 

He insisted that the 
improvements had only 
been possible because of 
a talented teaching staff 
and a team that helped to 
move things forward. 

He told the assembled 
audience: “Everybody 

else has done this -1 have 
been part of the journey.” 

However, those who 
paid tribute to him during 
the evening were emphat¬ 
ic that he had been instru¬ 
mental in the school’s 
successes over the last 
decade and more. 

The chair of governors, 
Mr Matthew Griffiths, 
told The GEM: “What 
has happened over the last 


13 years has been a trans¬ 
formation. 

“David has made an 
immense contribution to 
the school and the com¬ 
munity. He has led, moti¬ 
vated, and inspired pupils, 
staff, parents, and even 
governors. 

“We will miss him a 
lot, but I’m confident his 
legacy will take us for¬ 
ward.” 

Before the concert 
began, a number of trib¬ 
utes were paid to his 
work. 

Mr Griffiths’ fellow 
governor, Kath 

Beaudette, pointed out 
that without Mr 
Swallow’s contribution to 
the school, a lot of the 
achievements in recent 
years might never have 
happened. 

Jenny Eord, who takes 
on the role of headteacher 
for the next two terms, 
highlighted Mr Swallow’s 
mischievous sense of 
humour; his insistence 
“it’s not about me” - and 
that the strategy was all 
about the good of the 
school. 

She said his leadership 
had passed on the school 
motto ‘opportunity to 
succeed’’ to countless stu¬ 
dents. 

Head boy Michael 
Walker said: “Mr 

Swallow has an incredi¬ 
ble work ethic and dedi¬ 
cation. He knows every 
child’s name and makes 


us feel valued. 

“He cares for the stu¬ 
dents, no matter what 
their family background. 
If you have a problem, his 
door is always open. 

“On behalf of the stu¬ 
dents, I’d like to thank 
him for making it such an 
enjoyable experience. 

“You have had such an 
impact on our lives - 
thank you.” 

The headgirl, Hannah 
Parker, said he had a ded¬ 
ication to the pupils that 
was “heart-warming” and 
enabled them to reach 
their goals and potential. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt told 
Mr Swallow and the audi¬ 
ence: “The town of Barry 
has benefited from you 
being the headteacher for 
the last 14 years. 

“Everywhere I go, peo¬ 
ple refer to ‘that wonder¬ 
ful David Swallow - he 
has made such a differ¬ 
ence to the town and the 
Vale’. 

“Recently, I was able 
to bring the Minister, 
Leighton Andrews, who 
was bom in Barry him¬ 
self, on a visit to the 
school, and the next day 
he told me: ‘It was a 
remarkable visit’. 

“You have been an 
inspiring leader in educa¬ 
tion in Wales.”

Spate of crashes on M4

The first, of course, 
dealt with the First 
World War and, inter 
alia, details the sad 
demise of Dan Davies at 
the guns of Von 
Richthofen. 

In column three, how¬ 
ever, an error occurs, 
the RWF (Royal Welch 
Fusiliers) should be spelt 
with a ‘c’ as in ‘Welch’ 
and not the normal 
spelling ‘Welsh’. 

This is an historical 
anomaly peculiar to the 
RWF: I should know as 
my grandfather, uncles, 
brother and others have 
served in this famous 
regiment and my mother 


was bom into the 
Regiment at High Town 
Barracks, Wrexham in 
1908. 

Secondly, the other 
article refers to a talk 
given to Barry Men’s 
Fomm by Mr Glenn 
Booker, in which he 
referred to a 1944 rape 
on the Sully Camp by 
two GIs, subsequently 
given lengthy prison sen¬ 
tences. 

This is intriguing, as I 
recall reading many 
years ago of the discov¬ 
ery of a skeleton on the 
Atlantic Trading Estate, 
formerly occupied by the 
American forces, which 
was identified as belong¬ 
ing to a GI who had 
been convicted of the 
offence of rape and exe¬ 
cuted there. 

Was this another inci¬ 
dent, or a case of mistak¬ 
en identity?

He then goes on to criticise me personally about 
how I feel the decision to spend £30,000 on bol¬ 
lards was a waste of money.

LOVING FAMILY HOME! 


THE family who 
helped to rescue a 
Staffordshire bull 
terrier, which had 
been dumped in a 
drain and had suf¬ 
fered fractures to 
the jaw, have adopt¬ 
ed her! 

Izzy, the black and 
white Staff, was crying 
out for help from the 
drain in Castleland Street 
and was heard by Simon 
Evans and Adam Lee, 
who were working in the 
hall of a nearby house. 

Simon’s partner, Bev 
Dillon, explained: 
“Simon and Adam heard 
the dog crying and a 
group of children called 
them over because it was 
stuck. 

“Adam had to fetch a 
crowbar to lift up the lid 
of the drain.” 

Simon said: “Adam 
shone a light into the 
darkness and all he saw 
was her jaw, so he wasn’t 
going to pull her out! 

“She jumped out her¬ 
self, was wagging her 
tail and then held out her 
paw!” 

The family took Izzy 
to Maesglas Vets in 
Bridgend for treatment 
where she was also given 
a name by the nurses. 

Izzy had two fractures 
to the jaw and had to 
have two teeth taken out. 
She was fed using a 
syringe. 



Bev said: ‘The staff at 
the vets were brilliant.” 

People in Barry were 
left shocked at the cal¬ 
lous actions of the per¬ 
son, or people, respon 
sible. 

She is now back with 
the family and has 
already fallen in love 
with the couple’s two 
children Jessica (18) and 
Josh (10). 

Simon said: “She is on 
anti-inflammatory 
tablets and painkillers 
twice a day, and may 
need more treatment in 
the future. 

“We are having to 
mash up her food so she 
can eat it.” 

The vets liaised with 
the council, enabling Bev 
and Simon to take Izzy 
on as they had pledged to 
be responsible for any 
bills arising from treat¬ 
ment. However, the cou¬ 


ple have been very grate¬ 
ful to people who have 
offered financial contri¬ 
butions, because Izzy 
may need more treatment 
in the coming weeks. 

Bev said: “We want to 
thank Jo and all the staff 
at Track 2000 for dona¬ 
tions to Izzy’s treatment 
and for providing her 
with a bed. 

“Steve Lane and Pets 
R Us has also been col¬ 
lecting donations towards 
treatment costs so we’d 
like to thank him too. 

“A woman in 
Caerphilly is even giving 
Izzy a doggy hamper,” 
Bev added.

Peter said he loved 
volunteering for PDSA 
and left another voluntary 
role in order to devote 
more time to the cause. 

He explained: “Since I 
broke my back, I have not 
been able to hold down a 
paid job for one reason or 
another, so I started vol¬ 
unteering at the shop my 
wife manages. 

“I was quite chuffed to 


get nominated and it was 
such a surprise. I love 
everything about volun¬ 
teering for PDSA, from 
meeting the customers 
and catching up with the 
regulars. And we have 
such a good laugh, the 
volunteers and the staff 
are brilliant. It’s just real¬ 
ly enjoyable, and I’d rec¬ 
ommend it to anyone.”

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£47,000 facelift for Merchant Navy memorial 


Landmark 
symbol is 
sent away 
for TLC... 



A Barry landmark 
is about to disap¬ 
pear from its home 
at the front of the 
Civic Offices on 
Holton Road while 
it undergoes major 
restoration work. 

The Merchant Navy 
memorial, is to be 
returned to its former 
glory and weather¬ 
proofed for generations 
to come. 

The Vale Council has 
commissioned a special¬ 
ist company to renovate 
the 15-year-old Portland 
stone structure. 


Work was due to start 
on Monday (December 
12) to dismantle the 
limestone monument, 
which was recently the 
focus of commemora¬ 
tions for the 100th 
anniversary of 
Remembrance Sunday. 

A specialist contractor 
is to take the statue 
apart, after which it will 
be shipped off to a 
Cardiff stonemason’s 
yard, to dry out. 

A concrete core, 
which will be left behind 
in front of the civic 
offices, is to be fenced 
off for safety reasons. 

The work is to cost 


around £47,000, exclud¬ 
ing fees and is likely to 
take around 20 weeks. 

Vale Council leader, 
Coun Gordon Kemp 
said: “Fm pleased we 
are finally able to send 
the monument for clean¬ 
ing and repair, to return 
it to the pristine state it 
once was. 

“It’s important we 
carry out this work in 
order to honour the mer¬ 
chant sailors of the Vale, 
in whose memory the 
monument was erected.” 

Cardiff-based Dawson 
Stone Masonry is to 
undertake the renovation 
work. 

Managing director, 
Dave Dawson, said: “It 
will be taken to our 
yard, desalinated and 
then restored. We’re 
going to introduce one 
or two weathering fea¬ 
tures, to stop the weather 
hanging on it. 

It’s been getting quite 
a lot of weather but not a 
lot of sunshine. 

“When limestone 


dries out, it’s resilient. 
But the construction of 
this monument is allow¬ 
ing the wet to stay. Lots 
of salts have built up in 
it. 

Once it is returned, it 
should be weather¬ 
proof.” 

Slight modifications 
to the monument will be 
made to allow rain to 
run off and metal hooks 
added as a means of 
anchoring wreaths to the 
structure. 

Conservation archi¬ 
tect, Martin Killick, who 
has designed the weath¬ 
erproofing features, 
added: “It hasn’t been 
shedding water, partly 
due to its design. 

“Water has been 
standing on its various 
ledges and it’s not being 
shed away from the 
memorial. 

“Once it’s finished, 
you’ll barely be able to 
tell the difference.” 

Plaques which list the 
names of merchant sea¬ 
men from the Vale who 


were killed during con¬ 
flict will be replaced by 
stainless steel versions, 
updated to include 
around 100 people. 

Jim Greenway, 78, 
chairman of the 
Merchant Navy 
Association in Barry, 
said: “We appreciate that 
this work is being done 
and will now come 
under the council’s 
buildings maintenance 
programme. 

“And we’re glad we 
are being kept informed 
about what’s taking 
place. We’re happy with 
what we are being told.” 

The area of the 
memorial will be hoard¬ 
ed off for safety reasons 
and to protect the con¬ 
crete core. 

Council officers were 
keen for the monument 
to remain in situ for 
Remembrance Sunday 
ceremonies to take place 
before it was removed 
from in front of the Vale 
Council’s offices.

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Community company 
withdraws from Island 
paddling pool venture 


A BID to rebuild the paddling pool 
at Whitmore Bay, Barry Island has 
been abandoned by volunteers 
who claim the Vale Council want¬ 
ed to add an estimated £85,000 to 
the costs of the scheme. 

Volunteers wanted to restore the 
resort’s tidal pool for local children and to 
encourage tourism, but said they had been 
“worn down” by the council. 

The Vale Council insisted it had always 
supported the project, pointing out that a 
cabinet report had even endorsed it, sub¬ 
ject to suitable funding being identified. 

A council officer explained that the 
issue of ‘match funding’ had been a key 
issue in the saga. 

However, Howard Metcalfe, chair of 
the community interest company 
@BarryIsland, set up to help regenerate 
the island, told The GEM: “Every step of 
the way, the council has put barriers in our 
way. Rather than asking how they could 
respond to the wishes of the community to 
help rebuild the pool, the council has 
sought to frustrate us. 

“By insisting that it has no responsibili¬ 
ty for building or running the pool, the 
council relied on volunteers to make it 
happen. 

“The community interest company 
made a bid to the Welsh Government’s 
Regeneration Board for funding to build 
the pool. 

“However, council officials insisted that 
any bid include costs for maintaining the 
pool and for pulling it down after ten 
years.” 

Mr Metcalfe also claimed that when the 
company asked if the council would

include the pool on its own public liability 
insurance to reduce the premium costs, 
officials refused. 

He went on: “It summed up their 
approach - they said in public that they 
would support our efforts but whenever 
we sought help, they refused.” 

The company claims that as a result of 
meeting the council’s demands, the cost of 
the project soared by around £85,000. 

It said the Regeneration Board and the 
council then used the rising costs as a rea¬ 
son for deferring the company’s applica¬ 
tion. 

The company said that at further meet¬ 
ings the council had offered to release 
funding to commission a ‘feasibility 
study’, if the volunteers were able to raise 
additional funding of their own. 

However, @BarryIsland said it had 
decided that the council was not serious 
about wanting the project to succeed, and 
that overcoming the council’s “obstruc¬ 
tions” would result in a poor use of public 
funds. It had, therefore, decided to with¬ 
draw the application. 

A spokesman for @ Barry Island insist¬ 
ed: “It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the local authority is not serious about 
working in partnership with the communi¬ 
ty- 

“There is broad support from right 
across the Island to restore the pool - from 
the Island’s children to its traders. 

“Having endorsed the principle of a 
tidal paddling pool on Barry Island, the 
onus is now on the council to make it hap¬ 
pen.” 


‘MATCH FUNDING’ 

The GEM put Mr Metcalfe’s comments 
and those of the company spokesman to 
the council. 

The director of environmental and eco¬ 
nomic regeneration, Rob Quick, said the 
council had always been a supporter of the 
tidal pool scheme: 

“A cabinet report was produced 
endorsing the scheme, subject to funding 
being made available. 

“The proposal has been considered by 
the Barry Regeneration Area Board. It felt 
that, in view of the many potential projects 
under review, that it was important where 
possible, for projects to bring a reason¬ 
able amount of other funding to the table, 
rather than rely solely upon the Barry 
Regeneration Area Partnership to fund 
most, if not all of a particular project. 

“Should match funding have been 
found, the council was willing to look at 
the issue of insurance costs for the pool in 
view of the costs to the community interest 
company (CIC). 

“Furthermore, the council would be 
willing to look again at the requirement 
for the CIC to have the financial capacity 
to make the pool safe by filling it in, should 
the project unfortunately fail at some time 
in the future. 

“The key issue therefore, is match fund¬ 
ing for the scheme, a proposal which the 
council and the Barry Regeneration Area 
Board had endorsed in principle,” Mr 
Quick added. 

@Barrylsland says it still plans to be 
involved in other community ventures. 


Metal thieves 
force a hospital 
to cancel 81 
local operations 


HEALTH chiefs have 
slammed greedy 
thieves who stole cop¬ 
per from a generator 
at University Hospital 
of Llandough, leading 
to the cancellation of 
81 operations. 

Yesterday 
(Wednesday), they 
released a statement say¬ 
ing the thieves had put 
monetary gain before 
vulnerable members of 
the community. 

Mr Paul Holland, 
deputy chief executive at 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board, 
explained: “The thieves 
have taken 100 metres of 
copper cable which con¬ 
nects the generator to the 
control panel. 

“In addition, several 
short lengths of cable 
between the generator 
alternator and the genera¬ 
tor isolator, along with 
metal brackets, have 
been removed. This ren¬ 
ders the generator inop¬ 
erable. 

“In view of the poten¬ 
tial risk to patients, the 
UHB has no option but to 
suspend scheduled oper¬ 
ations.” 

The hospital said it 
was working hard to pro¬ 
vide a back up system to 
enable it to resume its 


normal service as soon as 
possible.” 

South Wales Central 
Assembly Member, 
Andrew RT Davies, 
expressed shock and 
anger at the news. 

He said: “How on 
earth can people stoop so 
low as to target a hospital 
in this manner? 

“I am stunned and 
appalled at this news. 

“My thoughts are with 
the patients who have 
had scheduled operations 
cancelled now, and who 
face an anxious time as 
they wait to find out 
when their procedures 
will now take place. 
“Eight of the cancella¬ 


tions were cancer 
patients. 

“This grotesque act 
puts the health board in a 
very difficult situation at 
a time of year when cold 
weather already poses its 
own problems. 

“I commend the 
efforts being made by the 
hospital and board to get 
things back to normal as 
quickly as possible. 

“It is also reassuring to 
hear that the health board 
will make every effort to 
fit in as many of the can¬ 
celled operations as pos¬ 
sible before Christmas,” 
he added.

there is a welcome by 
trained volunteers who 
are able to give advice 
about other sources of 
help and support to those 
in need. 

The AM commented: 
“Food parcels are need¬ 
ed for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, although the most 
common, are welfare 
benefits delays and crisis 
loans being refused by 
the Department of Work 
and Pensions. 

“Debt and homeless¬ 
ness are also major rea¬ 
sons why a food parcel 
is needed. The foodbank 


distributes parcels 
throughout the Vale, 
although Barry families 
are most in need. 

“Food parcels have 
fed people within a vast 
age range, from very 
young children through 
to older members of 
society, however nearly 
30 per cent of packages 
have been given to under 
25-year-olds.” 

There had been a 
tremendous response 
from churches and 
schools. Since opening, 
the foodbank has 
received more than 


5,000 kg of donations 
and the donations keep 
coming in, but as 
demand for food parcels 
increases, more food is 
urgently needed. 

The AM went on: 
“The Vale Foodbank is 
an inspiring project and 
joins a network of food- 
banks all over the UK 
providing food to those 
in need. The food is 
given in good faith, is 
‘in date’ and in good 
condition and is a gift 
from the foodbank and 
volunteers at the 
Coastlands Centre. 

“The foodbank needs 
more supplies urgently 
and I hope all will 
respond to this call for 
UHT milk, fruit juice 
and 500g sugar. Also, 
with Christmas 

approaching the food- 
bank is aiming to pro¬ 
vide a basic food parcel 
plus some extra treats 
such as chocolate and 
mince pies.”

REMOVAL 

ANYONE who has 
visited the Civic 
Offices in Barry this 
week will have noticed 
that the Merchant 
Navy memorial is 
being removed. I know 
the memorial is a 
much-loved landmark 
in Barry and I can 
reassure residents that 
its absence will be 
temporary. 

The memorial has 
fallen victim to the ele¬ 
ments over the years 
and it will now be given 
some tender loving care 
and returned to its for¬ 
mer glory. We have 
commissioned a spe¬ 
cialist company to reno¬ 
vate the 15-year-old 
Portland stone structure. 

The structure is being 
dismantled and put into 
storage to dry out. Once 
it is thoroughly dry, it 


will be desalinated and 
the restoration work 
will commence. 

Some modifications 
will be made to the 
structure to ensure that 
rain runs off it easily in 
the future. 

The architect tells us 
the changes will be 
barely noticeable and 
will ensure that it 
remains weatherproof 
for years to come. 

The monument 
plaques that list the 
names of merchant sea¬ 
men from the Vale who 
were killed during con¬ 
flict will be replaced by 
stainless steel versions 
and updated to include 
the names of a further 
100 seamen. 

The monument 
should be back home 
sometime in the late 
spring - the exact date 
will depend on how 
long it takes for the 
stone work to dry out. 

2011 was not an easy 
year for local govern¬ 
ment, but the Vale 
Council is prepared for 
the challenges of the 
coming year and we are 
ready and willing to do 
our utmost to ensure a 
bright future for our 
county.

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PENARTH MAN SUFFERED 
A ‘HORRIFIC WOUND’ 
AFTER A KNIFE ATTACK 

- CARDIFF CROWN COURT IS TOLD 


ARMED with a knife, a 
mentally-ill man carried 
out an attack in Penarth 
which resulted in his vic¬ 
tim suffering an “horrif¬ 
ic wound”, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Leslie Bann plunged the 
weapon into the neck of neigh¬ 
bour, Paul Britton, whose life 
was only spared by “the grace 
of God”, said the Recorder of 
Cardiff, Judge Nicholas Cooke. 

Bann was arrested when a 
police armed response group 
was called in and officers were 
forced to taser him, when he 
began struggling. 

Bann (46), of Glebe Street, 
Penarth, admitted a charge of 
wounding with intent and was 
sentenced to be detained in a 
psychiatric hospital for an 
indefinite period. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
attempted murder, which was 
not proceeded with, and it was 
directed that the charge lie on 
the file. 

The court heard that Mr 
Britton lost so much blood, up 
to four litres had to be trans¬ 
fused into him. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said 
that Mr Britton at the time had 
problems with alcohol and was 
also living in Glebe Street. 

On the night of June 21, the

two men spent about 20 min¬ 
utes together smoking and 
drinking, and then went their 
separate ways. 

A few minutes later, Bann 
asked to borrow more tobacco. 

Mr Trigg said that suddenly 
Bann lunged at Mr Britton and 
plunged a knife into his neck. 

“Blood spurted from the 
wound,” said Mr Trigg. 

Mr Britton managed to get 
into the garden for help. 

This was unavailable, and he 
returned to the flat where Bann 
was holding a knife and laugh¬ 
ing. 

Mr Britton then went to a 
nearby pub for help. Police 
later found him outside the 
premises with a tea towel over 
his head. 

“His clothes were saturated 
with blood. He was taken to 
hospital and a vascular surgeon 
was brought from the Royal 
Gwent Hospital with a police 
escort and he was operated 
upon. 

“He had a large cut to the 
thyroid gland and artery.” 

“It could easily have been 
fatal,” said the Judge. 

Mr Trigg said he was dis¬ 
charged three days later and 
added: “I’m happy to say he 
has moved to the Midlands, and

is living in a Christian hostel. 

“He is free of alcohol and is 
getting on very well with his 
life.” 

The court heard that an 
armed response group arrested 
Bann, who told them: “I didn’t 
do it. Just kill me, I want to 
die.” 

There was a struggle and he 
was tasered. He later admitted 
what he had done, saying: “I 
heard voices.” 

Mr Trigg said the attack had 
had a profound effect on the 
victim, who now had a visible 
scar on his neck, which had 
made his search for work diffi¬ 
cult. 

Bann, said Mr Trigg, suf¬ 
fered from paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia. 

He was said to have convic¬ 
tions for causing criminal dam¬ 
age, dishonesty and assault. 

His counsel Robin Shellard, 
said that for 10 years, he had 
struggled with increasing men¬ 
tal health problems and many 
agencies had attempted to help 
him. 

He would drink too much 
and not take his medication. 

In the days leading up to the 
attack, his daughter, who Bann 
described as ‘the best daughter 
in the world’, had become 


more and more concerned 
about him and attempted to 
obtain help. 

He had become suicidal, agi¬ 
tated, said he heard voices, and 
his daughter felt he should have 
been sectioned. 

Once, he took 10 times the 
dose of his medicine and, said 
Mr Shellard, she felt she had 
been sent “from pillar to post”. 

Psychiatrist Dr Peter 
Williams said for 10 years, 
Bann had had “challenging dif¬ 
ficulties” punctuated by 
episodic admissions to hospital. 
There was also heavy and pro¬ 
tracted use of alcohol. 

The judge said he could not 
order one, but it would be 
desirable if there was an 
inquiry into the events before 
the stabbing. 

He added that he was anx¬ 
ious that there would not be a 
witchhunt. 

The victim, Bann and his 
family were entitled to have 
enquiries made, he said. 

The judge added that the 
attack was horrifying, carried 
out by a man suffering from a 
terrifying illness, for the person 
who suffers from it and because 
of the risk to the public. 

It was clear, said the Judge, 
Bann suffered dangerous hallu¬ 
cinations and he would be 
detained for as long as was nec¬ 
essary. 


Past the kissing gate 

- and on to Twyn-yr-odyn 


GERAINT and Patch were 
joined by two walkers for the 
last in the series of short walks 
in the Wenvoe area on an over¬ 
cast morning with some rain at 
the very beginning. 

Leaving the village, the trio fol¬ 
lowed an old bridleway, which gradu¬ 
ally led them uphill and towards St 
Lythans Downs where at times, espe¬ 
cially during summer, the pathways 
that criss-cross the area can often be 
confusing. 

As the vegetation had receded, they 
soon found their way across to the 
footbridge that crosses the A48. 

A kissing gate set in a hedge led 
them into a field which is part of the 
parkland estate surrounding 
Coedarhydyglyn. 

In the 18th century a building called 
Old Coedarhydyglyn, meaning ‘wood 
along the glen’, stood to the southwest 
of the present house’s walled-garden. 

This was demolished when in 1820, 
the present stone-built Regency villa, 
which is a privately-owned grade-1 
listed building, was built for Llewellyn 
Traherne, who inherited the estate - 
which went on to become the Traherne 
family home. 

From the public footpath that they 
were tramping along, they had the 
occasional glimpse of the house before 
passing some pheasant pens and fol¬ 
lowing the path steeply downhill. 

They passed through a pretty 
arboretum, where the specimen trees 
are planted a good distance apart and 
each one has a small plaque below 
giving the tree’s Latin name. 

Ahead of them lay brilliant views 
across the open countryside of the 
pretty Ely valley towards Garth Hill 
away in the distance and standing at 
307-metres, Mynydd y Garth, or The 
Garth, as it is loiow locally, somewhat 
dominates the skyline to the north.

Turning, the trio crossed fields and 
found a few Welsh Black cattle gath¬ 
ered around one of the stiles. These 
totally black native cattle with their 
black-tipped white horns were tradi¬ 
tionally bred to produce milk and beef 
and are suited to graze on rough pas¬ 
ture. 

Drovers would herd them from 
Wales to the English markets at 
Hereford and Gloucester and would 
make a good deal of money from their 
sale, making them a target on their 
return for highwaymen and bandits. 

Despite their horns being perhaps a 
little off-putting, the cattle were quite 
happy for the small group to pass 
through on their way back to the A48. 

Reaching the downs once more they 
joined the narrow path at the rear of 
the Wenvoe transmitting station, a 
landmark in the area, which was origi¬ 
nally built in 1952 by the BBC to pro¬ 
vide VHE television to Wales and the 
west of England with a second mast 
being added in 1963. 

Both masts were replaced in 1985 
and now digital signals are broadcast 
since the switchover in 2010. 

Emerging at the small hamlet of 
Twyn-yr-odyn, they visited the quarry- 
men’s monument on their way 
through, before joining the footpath 
beside the old Whitehall quarry which 
led them back downhill into Wenvoe 
village.

Day trips, 
arts and crafts, cooking, music 
and signing, photography or ther¬ 
apy are some of the services that 
Alzheimer?s Society staff and 
volunteers will provide at Ty 
Hapus. 

Justine Pickering, whose 
mother was diagnosed with early 
onset Alzheimer’s when she was 
55, founded Ty Hapus to raise 
funds to set up the centre. 

She explained: “Ty Hapus will 
offer dignified and age-appropri¬ 
ate care for people with dementia 
in a very stimulating atmosphere. 
It is unique because it will pro¬ 
vide specialist services for people 


with early onset of dementia and 
their carers. 

Ellin Jones, Alzheimer’s 
Society Support Services 
Manager for Cardiff and the Vale, 
said: “There are over 5,000 peo¬ 
ple with dementia in Cardiff and 
the Vale, with numbers set to rise. 

“With this new centre, we hope 
to reach more people and help 
them to live well with dementia.

IT’S been a diffi- 
cult year for the 
National 
Eisteddfod, as it 
has been for a 
number of other 
organisations. 
We’ve seen a num¬ 
ber of festivals 
cancelled, and oth¬ 
ers worried about 
their future suc¬ 
cess. 

But with a history 
spanning 150 years in 
its modern form, the 
Eisteddfod is adjusting 
and developing, 
responding to the chal¬ 
lenges ahead, deter¬ 
mined to ensure the 
success of next year’s 
Vale of Glamorgan 
National Eisteddfod, 
and the festivals of the 
future. 

Speaking this week. 
Chief Executive, Elfed 
Roberts, said: “We’ve 
been working locally 
for well over a year 
now and it’s going well. 
Naturally, we’ve been 
looking at our costs 
carefully and at our 
potential income, and 
we’ve now identified a 
number of savings. 

“We want to ensure a 
successful festival on a 
number of levels - a 
festival which appeals 
to our audience and, of 
course, an Eisteddfod 
which allows us to gain 


a stronger financial 
footing, even at a time 
when the country is still 
facing financial wor¬ 
ries. 

“Making savings 
isn’t a new challenge 
for the Eisteddfod. 
We’ve been making 
constant cuts since 
2004, but this year, 
we’ve reached a stage 
where we have to make 
additional savings and 
it’s very likely that 
future Eisteddfodau 
will look different. 

“But this is also an 
opportunity for us to 
experiment and to look 
at doing things in dif¬ 
ferent ways, and it’s 
important that people 
realise this and give 
these changes a chance 
before voicing their 
opinions.” 

Changes next year 
will include a smaller 
pavilion with a revised 
seating plan, with the 
number of seats avail¬ 
able remaining the 
same. This will pro¬ 
vide a considerable sav¬ 
ing for the festival, and 
is a chance to try some¬ 
thing different. 

Elfed Roberts 
explains: “It’s an exper¬ 
iment in 2012, and if it 
appeals to the audience, 
the competitors and the 
broadcasters, then it 
could be a permanent 
change. We’ll also be 
holding Maes C events 
on the Maes itself. 


Traditionally, these 
have been held on the 
caravan site but we’ve 
decided to try some¬ 
thing a little different 
this year. 

“If you were in 
Wrexham earlier this 
year, you couldn’t help 
but notice the great 
atmosphere around the 
performance stages in 
the evening, and we 
want to make sure this 
continues in the future, 
so we’re hoping that 
people will stay on the 
Maes in the evening 
and we’ll be encourag¬ 
ing more people to join 
us. 

“We’ll also be exper¬ 
imenting with our cur¬ 
rent resources next 
year, using buildings 
like Y Lie Celf, the 
Theatre and the Babell 
Len in a different way 
in the evening. 

“There’s been a lot 
of discussions about the 
Eisteddfod in the press 
and media over recent 
weeks, but one issue 
which hasn’t been dis¬ 
cussed much is the 
effect the Eisteddfod 
has on the local catch¬ 
ment area. 

“Hosting the 
Eisteddfod is a great 
boost to an area, not 
only economically but 
also on a cultural, com¬ 
munity and linguistic 
basis. It’s a unique 
event, an event which 
hasn’t been in the Vale 


since 1968, and I urge 
you to support our visit, 
by taking part, by vol¬ 
unteering, but most of 
all, by visiting us dur¬ 
ing the week. 

“We want to ensure 
the success of the 2012 
festival - please help us 
to make this happen.”

SCOTT’S TRAGIC LAST JOURNEY 


Plaid AM questions 
Environment Minister 
on ‘Fracking’ issue 


OUR last speaker 
of the year remind¬ 
ed members that 
there are many 
mementoes of 
Captain Scott’s last 
journey not far 
away in Cardiff. 

There was a strong 
Welsh element in his 
team and he spent his 
last night in Britain at 
the Royal Hotel, Cardiff. 

Mr Frank Whalley 
drew our attention to the 
fact that the explorer is 
commemorated locally 
by the tower on Roath 
Park Lake, inside the 
City Hall with a plaque 
on the stairs, and there is 
also a statue in Cardiff 
Bay, rather ironically, 
overshadowed by the 
Norwegian Church. 

Amundsen, who beat 
Scott to the South Pole 


was, of course, from that 
country. 

Just over 100 years 
have passed since the 
explorer’s hugely publi¬ 
cised journey took place, 
and controversy still 
rages as to his abilities 
and leadership qualities. 

Could the tragedy 
have been averted, or 
was a dire fate too 
strongly weighted 
against this naval offi¬ 
cer, who was certainly 
seen as a hero at that 
time? 

Indeed, this view per¬ 
sisted until 1979, when a 
book by Ronald 
Huntford appeared, den¬ 
igrating Scott and 
extolling Amundsen. 

The controversial 
findings in this book 
were later refuted by 
modern day explorer Sir 
Ranulph Fiennes in his 
biography on Captain

Fiennes is scathing 
about Huntford’s criti¬ 
cisms and calls them a 
‘travesty of the truth.’ 

Our speaker pointed 
out that, whatever the 
merits, or de-merits of 
Scott, he took with him a 
brilliant team of scien¬ 
tists whose findings 
were of great use for 
many years. 

It has to be remem¬ 
bered that at the start of 
the 20th century, very 
little was known about 
the Antarctic and many 
imagined it to be a series 
of ice-bound islands, 
rather than the great con¬ 
tinent we now know it to 
be. 

Mr Whalley reminded 
the forum that, not only 
was one of the team that 
reached the pole with 
Scott Welsh - Petty 
Officer Evans - but that 
a huge amount of fund¬ 
ing for the expedition 


was raised by the 
Western Mail. 

We were reminded 
that after reaching their 
destination and being 
welcomed by the sight 
of the Norwegian flag on 
the spot, the five explor¬ 
ers had to re-trudge 
some 820 miles back to 
base again. 

It was on the return 
journey, in appaling con¬ 
ditions, that Petty 
Officer Evans died. 

Scott recorded in his 
diary that he considered 
that Evans had been so 
badly afflicted that he 
had become “broken 
down in brain.” 

Despite the team’s 
horrendous problems, 
they still managed to 
collect and carry some 
38 pounds of valuable 
rock samples. 

Indeed, Erank consid¬ 
ered that the determina¬ 
tion of the men would 
have got them back to 


base, if not for the early 
onset of a very severe 
winter. 

Temperatures of 
minus 40 degrees affect¬ 
ed the nature of the 
snowy surface and made 
it more like desert sand 
over which to pull their 
life supporting sledges. 

Soon after Captain 
Oates had walked out 
into the blizzard, death 
took the lives of the 
three remaining heroes. 

Their bodies were 
found the following 
spring.

PLAID CYMRU’S 
Leanne Wood has 
called for the 
Environment 
Minister in Wales 
to place a moratori¬ 
um on the extrac¬ 
tion of shale gas 
until more is known 
about the potential 
side-effects. 

The AM for South 
Wales Central ques¬ 
tioned John Griffiths 
during a recent plenary 
session following a con¬ 
troversial planning 
application to begin test 
drilling for shale gas in 
the Vale. 

There has been much 
local opposition to the 
process which is more 
commonly known as 
‘fracking.’ Reports from 
the United States, where 
shale gas extraction is 
more advanced, suggests 
extraction brings a risk 
to ground and surface 
water because of the 
chemicals used in the 
extraction process. 

Ms Wood said: 
“There has been a lot of 
concern about proposals 


to test for the viability of 
hydraulic fracturing in 
the Vale in recent 
months. 

“As you will be 
aware, this is commonly 
known as fracking, and 
there are many unan¬ 
swered questions about 
its side effects and the 
impact on the local envi¬ 
ronment. 

“In a report that went 
before the Vale Council 
last month, for example, 
Dwr Cymru raised con¬ 
cerns that proposals 
could lead to the con¬ 
tamination of ground 
water, and said that any 
future applications 
should be accompanied 
by an environmental 
statement covering such 
matters. 

“Dwr Cymru sources 
around five per cent of 
its supplies from ground 
water, and elsewhere 
there have been con¬ 
cerns about earth 
tremors. 

“Will you agree to 
make representations to 
your counterparts in 
Westminster to call for a 
moratorium on onshore 
and offshore explo¬ 


ration, development and 
production of shale gas 
until these questions 
over safety and potential 
environmental damage 
are resolved?” 

In reply, the Minister 
said: “As I have stated in 
the Chamber on many 
occasions, I am not able 
to comment on the mer¬ 
its or otherwise of any 
particular planning 
application or develop¬ 
ment. 

“In general, in terms 
of shale gas, I am on 
record as stating the 
Welsh Government’s 
position, which is that 
we understand the con¬ 
cerns that were 
expressed about explo¬ 
ration and the tapping of 
reserves. 

“Our position is to 
communicate those con¬ 
cerns to the UK 
Government and be part 
of the development of 
the UK response. 

“We have our own 
precautionary planning 
approach, which is set 
out in our planning poli¬ 
cy, and indeed in the 
technical advice note on 
mineral policy.”

WHILE the Shrek 
franchise lost a lit¬ 
tle bit of its sparkle 
with every subse¬ 
quent outing, the 
one true stand-out 
was the character 
of Puss In Boots. 

With his smooth 
Spanish style, a sharp¬ 
ened rapier and the 
biggest eyes in anima¬ 
tion, the character’s 
popularity meant that a 
spin-off was a matter of 
when and not if. 

That spin-off finally 
reaches cinema screens 
with the 

originally-titled Puss In 
Boots. Antonio 
Banderas again voices 
the cat, who, along with 
his friends Kitty 
Softpaws (Salma 
Hayek) and Humpty 
Dumpty (Zach 
Galifianakis), attempts 
to track down the evil 
Jack and Jill (Billy Bob 
Thornton and Amy 
Sedaris) who have dis¬ 
covered magic beans 
that could lead to the 
three friends’ fortune... 

When the announce¬ 
ment was made that 
Puss In Boots was to 
have his own spin-off, 
you couldn’t help but 
feel that it was an 
attempt by Dreamworks 
to try and drain a little 
more cash from the 
Shrek well. 

The law of diminish¬ 
ing returns, at least criti¬ 


cally, had struck that 
particular franchise, so a 
reboot using one of the 
most popular characters 
seemed to be a decision 
based more on cash 
flow than creating a 
work of artistic merit. 

Thankfully the end 
product feels less like a 
cash-in. Puss In Boots 
delivering everything 
you would hope for, and 
while hardly pulling up 
trees, has enough about 
it to entertain both 
young and old. 

Certainly it aims to 
be more of a swash¬ 
buckler, the pop culture 
references that at times 
drowned out the come¬ 
dy in the Shrek fran¬ 
chise reduced to noth¬ 
ing, while the comedy 
dehvers the broad 
humour so beloved of 
youngsters, with some 
gags aimed squarely at 
the older portion of the 
audience. 

It appears the lessons 
of the green ogre’s 
demise have been 
learned then, the film 
resting squarely on the 
shoulders of Puss and 
his new cohorts, with 
nary a winking cameo 
or portent of things to 
come. Instead, this pre¬ 
quel sets up the charac¬ 
ter superbly well, filling 
in the gaps between his 
birth and his meeting in 
the second Shrek film. 

While an origin story 
of sorts, the script zips 
along at a fiendish pace.

its 90-minute running 
time going by in a flash 
with a story that deliv¬ 
ers the requisite amount 
of derring do and spec¬ 
tacle, while still having 
time to delve into the 
pasts of the characters. 

Certainly the main 
characters of Puss and 
Humpty Dumpty feel 
far more fleshed out 
than the villainous Jack 
and Jill (despite their 
quirky characters). But 
by and large, the story 
as a whole is an engag¬ 
ing and pleasant experi¬ 
ence that leaves you 
wanting more come the 
conclusion. 

While Chris Miller 
helmed the disappoint¬ 


ing Shrek the Third, he 
is on far more solid 
ground here, giving the 
film a gorgeous visual 
feel that is only embel¬ 
lished by the use of 3D, 
the colours feeling rich¬ 
er and the depth and 
clarity of the image 
being lent extra power 
by the technology. 

He also is able to 
fashion several 
set-pieces that balance 
drama and comedy, the 
film having a scope that 
is immersive and won¬ 
derful to see. 

The vocal cast are all 
impressive, Antonio 
Banderas nailing the 
tongue-in-cheek 
humour and playfulness 
of the main character, 
yet playing it with the 
smallest of winks, the 
character losing nothing 
in his step-up from 
being a supporting play¬ 
er to a lead character. 

He shares a pleasing 
chemistry with both of 
his main co-stars, 

Salma Hayek being a 
slinky and playful foil 
for Banderas, while 
Zach Galifianakis dials 
down his quirky 
humour and plays it 
(fairly) straight as 
Humpty, the character’s 
sad past given extra 
poignancy by the 
actor’s vocal stylings. 

It’s a shame that Jack 
and Jill aren’t given as 
much to do, as Billy 
Bob Thornton and Amy 
Sedaris do sterling work 


as the villainous pair. 
However, as in the 
script, the pair are short¬ 
changed by having very 
little to do, the charac¬ 
ters carrying a menace 
that, come the film’s 
conclusion, is nullified 
by the bigger story. 

While an entertaining 
spectacle, there isn’t 
much to really make 
Puss In Boots stand out 
from the crowd other 
than name recognition; 
but what there is of it 
makes for an entertain¬ 
ing way to spend an 
hour and a half of your 
life. 

Slight but hugely 
entertaining, this Puss 
will be be catnip if you 
love his adventures! 

VERDICT An enter 
taining first full-length 
outing for the 
wide-eyed kitten. Puss 
In Boots has enough 
excitement, comedy and 
adventure to amuse the 
audience without overt¬ 
ly stretching itself. 

It may not have the 
long-life factor, but it 
will certainly keep you 
engaged throughout, 
and the prospects of fur¬ 
ther adventures for Puss 
certainly wouldn’t be 
sniffed at! Enjoyable.

With almost 100 pages of full 
colour photographs featuring coasters 
at ports from Swansea to Chepstow, 
this is another excellent book to add 
to the Christmas present list, for those 
interested in local shipping and indus¬ 
trial history. 

Many of the photographs illustrate 
the changing scene in traditional port 
areas and I was especially interested 
in Barry Docks, with over a dozen 
colour images starting at Barry 
Roads. 

As an example on page 36, the 
coaster Mossville heads towards the 
locks in 1969, passing Nell’s Point 
and the large Bullin’s holiday camp 
seen in the distance. 

Memories come flooding back of 
the days when over 5,000 people 
would enjoy their holiday in south 
Wales at this special attraction. 

The narrative on every page lists 
the national flag of the ship, its gross 



registered tonnage and the final two 
digits indicate the year the ship was 
built. 

The author and photographers have 
included views of unfamiliar wharves 
and jetties in the area and also the 
background scenes add to each of 
over 116 images. 

Although I’m a railway enthusiast, 
a chance to review a book on ship¬ 
ping came as a pleasant suprise.

I T is two years since the 
father and son team of 
Arthur and Liam O’Leary 
took over the Cross Inn, just 
outside Cowhridge, and in 
that time they have put their 
own stamp on the pub - in 
particular by introducing a 
new menu, and by redesigning 
the dining room. 

The result is a cosy room, with an 
open fire in the hearth, that sums up 
the pleasures of dining out in a coun¬ 
try pub. 

The next step for the pair was mak¬ 
ing that difficult decision for any eat¬ 
ing establishment - just where to 
place yourself in the market. 

Do you offer a high- end gourmet 
experience at prices to match, or 
embrace the wholesome, tasty and 
good value philosophy? 

You could, of course, try and com¬ 
bine the two and, on the evidence of 
our meal, that is what the Cross Inn 
has managed. 

In fact, when our main courses 
were presented, my guest took out her 
iPhone to send a picture to friends to 
make them jealous! 

She had ordered pan-fried pheasant 
breasts with grilled bacon, braised 
cabbage and saute potatoes, and the 
plate looked spectacular, with each 
component arranged masterchef style 
- and the flavours did not disappoint 
either. 

Both the cabbage and the saute 
potatoes had their own sauces to add 
to the dish, as did the pheasant and 
bacon, which was the centrepiece. 

So, a plate of food with a definite 
wow factor - made all the more spe¬ 
cial by the price, which was just 
£9.95! 

All of the above also applied to my 
main course of oven-roasted duck 
breast, mash potato, roasted vegeta¬ 
bles and a port sauce, at £10.95, with 
the ingredients arranged artfully 
around the plate, and the vegetables in 
a ‘tower’ topped off by the spinach. 

It was another main course with 
real visual appeal, and once again the 
flavours brought out the best in the 
ingredients. 

I’m not a great fan of spinach but 
this was excellent. My only minor 
quibble would be that there was more 
mashed potato than I could manage! 

I’ve jumped straight to the main 
courses, but the starters were also 
excellent. My guest chose the soup of 
the day - pea and ham - which was 
packed with both, and bursting with 
flavour. 

I chose the homemade fish cake, 
which turned out to be very light and 
fluffy, made with plenty of salmon 
and hake, and came with a tartar 
sauce, again homemade, which set the 
dish off perfectly.

When it came to choosing a main 
course there were plenty of other 
options, and I was certainly tempted 
by the fish dishes; for instance the 
grilled brill fillets with a paprika dust¬ 
ing, mash potato and neapolitan sauce 
(£8.95), or the pan-seared halibut 
steak, roasted root vegetables and 
saute thyme masada of potato. 

All the main courses mentioned so 
far were off the ‘specials board’ but 
the Cross Inn also has a series of reg¬ 
ular main courses on the menu, 
including deep fried fish of the day, 
Glamorgan sausages and a ‘pie of the 
day’. 

On to the desserts, and these did 
not disappoint either. I chose a vanilla 
and lemon pannacotta, and had 
absolutely no complaints, as the taste 
of both ingredients came through 
strongly. 

My companion, an afficionado of 
sticky toffee pudding, pronounced 
hers to be as good as she had tasted, 
with a rich sauce melting into the 
smooth ice cream that accompanied it. 

The Vale has a fair number of good 
eating establishments, and Arthur and 
Liam have chosen to fight their comer 
with excellent food at prices that are 
more than a pleasant surprise. 

The wine list has been selected to 
give plenty of choice, but also with a 
budget in mind, and plenty of bottles 
are in the £13 to £17 range, as well as 
a number slightly higher. 

Our two three-course meals worked 
out at less than £20 per head, exclud¬ 
ing wine, which has to be great value 
these days. 

The Cross Inn also offers a two- 
course lunch (Monday to Friday) for 
just £8.95, a one course Sunday lunch 
for £7.95 (and a three-course for 
£12.45) and it is also still offering a 
choice of Christmas menus. 

They also scored top marks for 
hygeine standards in the council’s 
‘scores on the doors’ rating system.

THE phrase above 
is the simple idea 
behind the third 
generation Renault 
Grand Scenic 
l.Sdci, compact peo¬ 
ple carrier, which 
returns 57mpg - 
better than quite a 
few small cars. 

As the name suggests, 
it is bigger than a stan¬ 
dard Scenic and can, 
therefore, seat seven 
adults - compared to just 
five - making it ideal for 
chauffeurs, taxi drivers 
and those with large fam¬ 
ilies. 

When the third row of 
seats is in position, it 
takes up almost the entire 
boot. However, it’s easy 
to remove by simply 
pulling the red strap at 
the back of each seat to 
push them down, creat¬ 
ing a reasonable amount 
of room. 

It has always puzzled 
me as to how passengers 
sitting in the third row 
access their front-facing 
seats without being con¬ 
tortionists, but in the 
Renault it’s just a matter 
of tipping the outer mid¬ 
dle seat forward so that 
rear passengers can 
clamber in. 

The Grand Scenic is 
comfortable, spacious 
and well finished. 
Cubbyholes and bottle 
holders abound. The 
clever use of space 
allows us to transport 
wood for the fire, a full 
size Christmas tree and 



various presents for my 
baby daughter Harriett’s 
first Christmas, with 
plenty of room to spare. 
And when the sun comes 
out, we enjoy opening 
the twin sunroofs. 

In the winter months 
my 50-mile daily com¬ 
mute is often delayed by 
road works, accidents 
and bad weather, and the 
Scenic copes well under 
this pressure. 

Its frugal 1.5dci 
engine is surprisingly 
nippy when the opportu¬ 
nity arises. However, 
when crawling through 
endless traffic jams, the 
six-speed automatic 
gearbox doesn’t seem to 
like first or second, prov¬ 
ing much happier in the 
other gears. 

It took a little while to 
familiarise myself with 
the placement of the 
speedometer, which sits 
nearer the centre of the 
dash and is all digital, 
which can be difficult to 
navigate at night. 

The Grand Scenic 
does feel a bit cumber¬ 
some to drive and its size 
makes it awkward to 


reverse, although there 
are sensors to alert the 
driver to unseen obsta¬ 
cles. But it handles 
motorway driving well 
and the diesel engine is 
hardly audible. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, write: “Renault 


claims to have invented 
the compact people car¬ 
rier with the Scenic in 
1996 and its third gener¬ 
ation model remains 
among the best of its 
type. ” The publication 
goes on to say that com¬ 
pared to the standard 
Scenic “the used market 
prefers the versatility 
offered by the Grand 
Scenic and its seven-seat 
layout”.
